ARRANGEMENT OF COPY AND 
MEANING 


Varietal name first, and if preceded by an 
(*), stock scarce, one to a customer, and 
may not be included as an extra. Name of 
originator and year of introduction in pa- 
renthesis follow, then the highest award 
won, as Dykes Medal; AM (Award of 
Merit); HM (Honorable Mention); and the 
year awarded. These are followed by 
height in inches and the seed indicator 
“S”, where the variety is known to set 
seed, and the pollen indicator “P”, if 
known to have pollen. No P means no pol- 
len. Common terms used: Standards, the 
upper petals; Falls, the lower petals; Sub- 
stance, the thickness of petals, giving dura- 
bility; Texture, the finish of petals, as vel- 
vety, etc. 

Deli- 
cately colored cream and raspberry plicata 
with broad standards and flaring falls. 
Interesting to plicata lovers. $1.00 


ALASTOR (Spender 40) AM 41. 38”. S & P. 
An English iris of cyclamen pink with a 
golden heart. Very unusual. $1.00 
ALONA (DeForest 45) 36”. P. A ruffled and 
flaring pink seedling of China Maid. $6.00 


*xAMANDINE (G. Douglas 46) HM 46. 36”. 
A pale cream iris with a faint flush of 
lemon. Large, flaring and beautifully ruf- 
fled, with excellent substance and branch- 
ing. Mentioned by the secretary of the 
English Iris Society as one of the best 
irises seen on his American visit. $15.00 


*x*AMBER GEM (Salibach 46) HM 47. 36”. 
Large blooms of bright chestnut brown 
and gold. Standards rich golden brown 
shading to gold at the base. Golden style 
arms. Broad falls of bright chestnut brown 
veined deeper brown. Heavy substance, 
good branching. Vigorous. $10.00 


AM!GO (Williams 34) AM 38. 34”. S no P. 
One of our o!der varieties that is very 
lovely. Standards clear light violet-blue; 
contrasting falls of velvety violet-purple, 
edged the color of the standards. $1.00 


ANGELUS (Egelburg 37) AM 39. 36”.S & P. 
A very late and fine orchid pink of large 
size that you should have. 50c
